Extrait of fome Letters which were dated at Conftantinople iz Sept. laff, and cam: 
by the Way of France. 


The Minifters of the Porte have iad their Heads and their Hands full of 
Bufinef§ all’the Month paft, and have held divers Confultations together, w 
which the principal Officers of Juftice and the Militia of thé Empire have been 
fummoned :: They fay. too that the Grand Seignior liften’d at a private Latrice- 
Window, to hear what pafled. in their Confererices ; for the Matters in Debate 
were of the utmoft Confequence, no fefs than the giving an Anfwer to theMuf- 
covite Refident ; the determining whether it was convenient for the Ottoman Em- 
pire to enter Perfia with'an armed Force, and the finding out a proper Motive 
to give Sanction or Colour to fuch Refolution if taken. 

s to the Anfwer, it was returned to the Czar’s Réfident on the roth ult. at 
a Conference held at the Houfe of Adgi Muftapha Effendi, formerly Tofter- 
dar, or great Treafurer of the Empire, in Prefence of the Reis Efendi, of 
Great Chancellor. “We know not the Contents of it, but only that thofe Mi- 
nifters.dined together; and that two Days after tht Czar’s Refidetit fent * 
Gourier to Mofcow, 

Ina few Days after, we heard that the Grand Seignior refolved to enter 
Perfia, with 3 Armies, viz. one commanded by Affan, Baffa of Babylon, who

The 20th of April 1694, he was 
chofe Bifhop of Liegé in the room of John Léwis of Ehleren, who died the sit 
of February preceeding. He celebrated his firt Mafs the 1ft of January 1707, 
was confecrated Archbifhop of Cologn the 1ft of May the fame Year, and on 
the 20th of Apiil 1717, received of the Emperor, by his Plenipotentiaties, the 
Inveltituré of the Temporalities of rhe Archbifhoprick.of Cologn, of the Bifhop- 
rick of Hildefheth, 2nd of the Provoftfhiip of Berchtol{gaden, The 3d Son of the 
Duke of Bavaria fucceeds his Uncle the deceas’d Ele@or; and ’tis expeGed he | 
will likewile fuceeed him in the Bifhopric of Liege, vatant by his.
